Russia’s system of general 
education is to be overhauled: 
A: declaratiog published oh 
November 19 gives the outline 
of the proposed reform 

In. accordance with the 
established educational pre- 
cept that one should praise 
before criticizing, the deélara- 
tion begins. with a record of 
what has -already_ been 
achieved. This. is undeniably 
impressive. A few figures are 
enough to show how much has 
been achieved by a country in 
which 50 years ago only a tiny 
part of the population was 
literate, 

Last year more’ than 68 
million people, nearly a third 
of. the total population, .were 
engaged in some form of 
regular study. Of this total, 
more than 13 million were 
trying to improve their pro- 
fessional or technical qualifi- 
cations by. attending adult 


_education—classes ;—3,6—million 


were at universities; 3.3 mil- 

. on were at technical col- 
leges; and the rest, some 47 
million boys and girls; were 
attending primary or seco 
ary schools, — ; 

But the system is now 

described as old-fashioned and 
bursting, at the seams. It is to 
be given a new look and 
provided ‘with new syllabuses, 
new buildings and new 
methods. 
“For the average Russian the 
best news is that by’ 1970, the 
last year of the current 
economic plan, 10-year educa- 
tion, from 7 to 17, should be 
compuisery—_-threugheut-—the 
Soviet Union. This _ always 
used to be the objective until 
Mr. Khrushchev decided ‘that 
pupils should start work after 
eight years of school, and that 
priority at universities should 
be given to those who gradu- 
ated by way of the factory or 
the office. 

In principle, the reform was 
democratic; it was designed 
to narrow the gap between 
academic study and work,

Being Dropped 
. In any case his reform was 
a flop, and it is now ‘being 
quietly dropped. 

But the search for links 
between learning and practi- 
cal life is not, More than ever, 
polytechnical education is the 
aim. By this is meant a 
method of education in which 
theory is combined with prac- 
tice, and learning with every- 
day life. 
~~ Pupils should, if possible, 
Jearn the laws of science and 
ot society in laboratories and 
factories. Means should also 
be found to get them accus- 
tomed to working in the kind 

- of jobs they are Tikely to get 
when they leave school. This 
used to be the objective in the 
early days of the Soviet 
regime, but it was abandoned 
during the Stalin era, when 
Russian schools reverted. to 
more traditional methods. 
“In theory, the goal of 
polytechnical education was 
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revived ten years ago, though 


lite progress has been 
achieved so far. The present 
leaders are apparently more 
in earnest; asa token of this, 
each school will now have a 
deputy. head in charge of 
extra-mttral activities. There 
is also 'to be more time for 


musie and the visual arts and 
a greater use is to be made of 
such aids as the cinema .and 
television. 

But with such an enlarge- 


ment of ‘the syllabus one 
wonders how it will be 
possible to keep the school 


week to the prescribed maxi- 
mum of 24 hours in the lower 
forms and 30. hours in the 
higher ones. 

Some of the reasons why so 
little progress has been made 
so far in modernizing educa- 
tion can be guessed from the 
criticisms in the declaration 
of Nevember 19. 

"First, there is” thie shortage 
of premises; school building 
has not kept pace with’ the 
spread of education, For. the 
first time the authorities feel 
able to propose that “the 
number of pupils’ per class 
should be limited to 40 and to 
35 in the highest forms. 


Teacher Problem 


Second, there ts’ the problem 
of teachers. Although they at 
last: got a- salary rise last 
year, they are“as underpaid 
as in other countries. (Some 
of the recommendations — for 
example, that a teacher in the 
countryside should” be pro- 
vided with accommodation — 
are a reminder how tough the 
life of a Russian teacher can 
be.) ; 

Material obstacles, however, 
are not the only explanation 
for a certain conservatism in 
Soviet teaching. The Russians 
are rightly proud of the 
spread of education in their 
country and of the social 
transformation this has 
brought about: Any visitor to 
Russia can quote examples of 
drivers or chambermaids 
whose children are lecturers 
or doctors. cd 

The revolution has undoubt- 
edly given a chance to boys 
and_girls who in the old days 
would .not have dreamed of 
getting beyond the educational 
minimum, ‘But. there has not 
been any comparable jump in 
the’ system of teaching. The 
reason is not just the shortage 
of buildings and teachers. 

In the first years of the 
Soviet regime, when the 
material. difficulties were very 
great, the Russians took an 
active interest in anything 
that was new, progressive or 
experimental. in the teaching 
world. ‘Stalin, for obvious 
reasons, had no likingy for 
teaching methods which rhight 
develop the pupils’ critical 
faculties. 

The present system, with its 
gold medals and other distinc- 
tions for successful « pupils, 
probably reflects the continu- 
ing hierarchical nature of post- 
Stalinist society. The new 
policy is unlikely to result in 
radical changes bécause it is 
primarily designed to consoli- 
date and improve the existing 
system, not to venture into 
uncharted territory.

That Leads to Degeneration 


To Dr, Hans Selye, who 
has achieved world-wide 
acclaim for his work on 
stress, the main issues 
come down to a loss of 
spiritual values, of ideals, 
of “gods”. 

He agrees there are 
new forces in our lives 
causing disquiet, but does 
not agree with the rea- 
sons set. out by Marshal 
McLuhan: More import- 
ant. than the impact -of 
modern communications, 
he believes; is the rise 
itself of the affluent 
society. 

“There is a degree of 
affluence that leads to degen- 
eration,”’ he says.

At the Institute of Experi- 
mental Medicine and Surgery 
at the University of Montreal, 
he directs research teams 
approaching problem from 
two points of view: The 
chemical and the philosophi- 
cal, Many of the chemical 
changes in the body due to 


“stress have now been. identi- 


fied — involving, for instance, 
such as cortisone. 
But the philosophic part, 
tying in emotion, is more 
difficult. No drug or simple 
answer has been found “be- 
cause, as Selye observes, 
“there is no single philosophy 
for everyone; you have to 
develop your own.” 


Stress. Needed 


Selye has never pretended 
that avoidance of -stress is 
desirable. 

On the contrary, he says: 
“Stress is a part of life, and 
you should know how to live 
with it. The absence of stress 
is death.” But within this 
framework, you must still 
strike a balance — and here 
is where man falls short. 


Selye refers to thé history’ 


of animals. Early species 
gained distinction by achieve- 
ing size, But animals that 
grew enormous bodies, and 
small brains, became so cum- 
bersome and ill-suited for the 
world around them that-they 
perished.

With a staff of 32 ballot box 
clerks plus 11 relief. clerks to 
assist, Mr. Waller and his 
assistant returning officer 
George Merz anticipate little 
difficulty in getting final results 
out after the polls close. 

“Voters can make it a lot 
easier for us if they remember 
a few simple rules,” said Mr. 
Waller.

On June 10, 1964, the 
world's first codified inter- 
national law on”’the subject 
went into force when Britain 
became the “22nd — nation, to 
ratify the Convention on the 
Continental Shelf that was 
formulated during the 1958 
Law of the Sea Conference 
convened by. the United Na- 
tions in Geneva. 


Canadian High Commis- 


_ sioner in London George Drew 


was the first to sign the 
convention—and,_- indeed, he 
spearheaded the discussion 


that led to drafting of the 
terms at Geneva. Another 44 
delegates signed although only 
2 | states formally ratified 
their agreement within _ six 
years. 

The first two articles of this 
convention make it clear that 
international law will recog- 
nize only the Canadian federal 
government's jurisdiction over 
our continental shelf whatever 
any province may say or do. 


[ 
Here's what they say: 
“Article I 


“For the purpose of these 
articles, the term “‘continental 


_ shelf” is used as referring (a) 


~ «shelf, 


to the sea bed and subsoil of 
the submarine areas adjacent 
to the coast, but outside the 
area of the territorial sea, to 
a depth of 200 metres (about 
650“feet) or, beyond that limit, 
to where the depth of the 
superjacent waters admits of 
the exploitation of the natural 
resources of the said, areas;— 
(b) to the sea bed and subsoil 
of similar submarine areas 
adjacent to, the coasts of 
islands. 

“Article II 

“1, The coastal State exer- 

cises over the -continental 
shelf sovereign rights for = 
purpose of exploring. it 
exploiting its natural em 
sources. 

“9. The rights referred to in 
paragraph one of this article 
are ‘exclusive in the sense 
that if the coastal State does 
not explore the continental 
shelf or exploit its natural 
resources, no one’ may under- 
take these activities or make 
a claim to the continental 
without 
consent of the* coastal State. 

“3, The’ rights of the coastal 
State over the continental 
shelf do not depend on 
occupation, effective or 
notional, or on any express 
proclamation.”” 

(All four conventions pro- 
duced at the Law of the Sea 
Conference refer to national 
entities as coastal ‘States to 
distinguish them. from lahd- 
locked States.) 


Alvin Hamilton, then minis- 
ter of natural resources, made 
it clear to‘ the House of 
Commons in a July 25, 1958, 
speech’on the conference that, 
although barely reported in 
the press this first world 
agreement in history on the 
rules to apply to. the conti- 
nental shelf ‘‘is of particular 
significance to Canada.
